Baptists  do  not  believe  th^t  we  in  any 
sense  take  and  eat  the  Lord’s  body,  "in  the 
supper,”  nor  do  they  believe  that  Christ  is 
in  any  sense  “given’’  to  llis  people, { jin  the 
supper,  but  rather  that  lie  is,  being  pbsent 
from  them  ui  body,  commemorated  by  them; 
and  that  the  commemorative  act  shows  His 
death  and  will  show  it  until  lie  cornea  again. 

You  can  see  the  vast  difference  Between 
the  two  churches  on  this  point.  To  join 
the  Methodist  chureh,  a Baptist  lias  no  sanc- 
tion the  doctrine  of  partaking  of  Christ,  in 
the  supper,  as  set  forth  above — a tiling  no 
Baptist  believes — and  for  a Methjjdist  to 
join  the  Baptists  he  has  to,  at  least  jib  silent 
sanction,  repudiate  that  doctrine. ! How, 
then,  can  honest  men  and  women  i change 
from  one  of  these  churches  to  the  otljipr  with- 
out a r.  al  change  of  doctrinal  belief ! Also 
it'  OM  pm  t iik os  ..('  tlic  supper  with  ft  church 
lie  silently  sanctions  what  that  church  be- 
lieves about  it — this  whether  he  bjnlicvea  it 
himself  or  not. 

A second  point  of  difference  between 
Methodists  and  Baptists  on  this  d|oetriiie  is 
concerning  what  partaking  of  the  supper 
is  “a  sign  of.”  Methodists  say  that  it  is 
“a  sign  of  the  love  that  Christ  it  iiis  ought 
to  have  among  themselves  one  to  jinother.” 
— Dis.  page  21.  Baptists  hold  that  no 
sueh  “sign”  is  even  mentioned  irf/ the  Bible. 
Paul  teaches  in  I Cor.,  tenth  chapter,  that 
it  represents  our  communion  or  I fellowship 
with  (hrist;  also  that  eating  a Irelebrntion 
with  others  sanctions  what  theyjljiold  about 
it ; but  Hiere  is  nothing  said  ahdjut  it  being 
“a  sign  of  Christian  love.”  In  was  given

Another  difference  betweef  the  twu 
churches  on  this  pointy  is  coil  j-erniyig  tin- 
kind  of  an  onlinance  it  is.  Methodists  hold 
that  the  table  when  spread  is  the  Lord’s 
table  and  that,  therefore,  nil  Christians 


shcTuid  be  invited  to  partake  of  it  on  their 
own  responsibility;  while  Baptists  hold 
that  the  ordinance  is  strictly  a church  or- 
dinance to  le  O'  1 bratrd  by  the  members  of 
a given  church,  as  auch.  As  Johu  Ban- 
yan says,  in  “Differences  About  Baptism 
Xo  Bar  to  Communion'”  complete  works, 
page  84<i;  speaking  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
.“This  being  a duty  incumbent  on  the  church 
as  sueh,  aud  on  every  member  of  that  body 
as*suelr,  they  are  obliged  in  that  cas  ■ more 
closely  to  deal  with  the  members  than  in 
that  wherein  they  are  not  so  concerned,  and 
with  "which  as  sueh  they  have  nothing  to 
do.” 

This  is  a dear  statement  of* what  Paul 
taught  in  1 Corinthians  5:12-13.  That  is, 
that  the  supper  is  under  the  control  of  each 
ehureh  of  Christ  and  that  the  ehureh  cel- 
ebrating the  ordinance  has  right  to  look  af- 
ter only  its  own  members. 

This  is  one  of  the  moit  unpleasant  points 
' of  difference  between  Methodists  aud  Bap 
tists,  but  there  is  no  ne.jl  for  confusion  if  it 
could  just  be  realized  rniat  the  real  differ-  y 
ence  is  about  what  kind  of  an  ordinance  the 
supper  is.  If  Baptists  believed  that  the  rite 
is  one  to  be  tak> n at  one’s  own  will  and  on 
one’s  own  responsibility  regardless  of 
ehureh  membership,  as  opgn  Tommunionists 
all  hold,  then,  they,  tooJ  would  be  open  com- 
m unionists.  But,  insteiid  of  believing  t hat, 

they  honestly  b lieve.  i from  their  under- 
standing  of  the  Word  of  God,  that  the  or- 
dinance is  strictly  a charcli  ordinance,  to  be 
partaken  of  by  a ehureh  as  an  organized 
body,  or  members  thereof,  to  commemorate 
tlie  broken  body  and  s(i»ilt  blood  of  Christ.,- 
Therefore  they  cannot  ibe  open  comtnunion- 
ists.  It  is  not  a question  of  Christian  love 
for  others,  for  all  tnd-  Baptists  have  that 
for  all  true  Cfiristia’nsj  without  thought  of 
ehureh.  It  is  simply1  a question  iff  what 
the  ordinance  is,  hov|  Christ  commanded 
its  celebration;  and  of  ktriet  loyalty  to  what 
they  understand  His  Word  to  require.  Keal 
difference  in  doctrine  requires  the  differ- 
ence in  practice,  for  to  go  against  what  we 
understand  the  Scriptures  teach  is  to  put 
our  opinion  above  the  Word  of  God  also  to 
sanction  doctrine  which  wo  hold  is  not  ac- 
cording to  the  Word  of  God.  With  these 
doctrinal  differences  in  the  way,  no  honest 
Methodist  can  join  the  Baptists  nor  honest 
Baptist  the  Methodists  without  a real  change 
of  belief.  Some  may  unthinkingly  do  so, 
but  not  honestly  and  intelligently.

MARRYING  AN  UNBELIEVER 

(At  a ministers’  conference  a promiueut 
I member  asked  advice  on  the  following  que- 
ry : Should  a Christian  minister  perform 
I a marriage  ceremony  for  a Christian  mem 
her  of  the  minister's  church,  marrying  a 
j Jew  who  ia  not  a Christian  l A committee 
was  appointed  to  bring  in  a report  at  the 
next  meeting.)  ' 

Your  committee  to  wliorn  you  referred 

the  query  of  Dr.  — ; , asks  to.  submit  the 

following:  Should  ministers!  of  the  Gonjw-1 

solemnize  the  rights  of  matriulony  for  Chris- 
tians marrying  Jews!  i'erhapa  it  could  be 
stated;  Should  ministers  unite  in  holy- 
matrimony  believers  with  unbelievers!  Or 
it  might  be  stated  iu  this  l’orift!  Should 
Christians  marry  iutidelsT  Or  should  be- 
lievers be  united  in  holy  matrimony  to  un- 
believers! letting  the  respt>usibil|ly  rest 
on  both  the  Christian  minister  amktbs  Chris 
tian  contracting  the  marriage  obligation- 

The  text  in  II  Cor.  vi,  14,  ‘Be  ye  not  un- 
equally yoked  together  witL  unbelievers,’’ 
does  not  primarily  and  alou.i  refer  to  mat- 
rimony. but  it  most  assurgcly  includes  it. 
The  text  includes  and  prohibits  all  alliances 
with  ungodly  men  or  wouiety  No  alliance 
so  sacred  and  so  holy,  and  so  divine  as  mar- 
riage. Aud  no  union  'affects  a Christian 
life  as  to  holiness  of  character,  and  practi- 
cal church  work,  as  the  “unity  of  the 
faith”  in  tlic  Kdenic  bonds.  So  far  as  is 
known  to  your  committee,  no  commentary 
denies  that  the  text  includes  matrimony. 
■The  20th  Century  N.  T.  renders  tlic  text: 
“Do  not  ally  yourselves  with  those  who  re- 
ject the  faith.”  Here  l’aul  asks  six  ques- 
tions as  arguments,  ‘‘For  what  partnership, 
can  there  be  between  righteousness  and  law 
lessness!  Or  what  is  there  in  common  be- 
tween light  and  darkness!  What  harmony 
is  there  between  Christ  and  Belial!  Or 
how  can  those  who  accept  the  faith  have 
any  shKre  with  those  who  reject  it t Wlrat 
agreement  has  a temple  of  God  with  idols! 
For  what  are  we  but  a temple  of  the  ever- 
livitTg  God!” 

Says  Conyjbear  and  llowson:  “Cease  to 
yoke  yourselves  unequally  in  ill-infttehcd  in- 
tercourse with  unbelievers^"  If  it  is  "rung 
to  marry  out  of  the  family  of  ;(Jod  it  is 
wrong  for  a minister  to  help  parties  to  lo 
wrong.  Under  the  old  dispensation  the 
4?ews  were  the  peculiar  people  bf'God  They 
were  strictly  forbidden  to  marry  Out  of  their 
own  people.  Moses  married  a Midianite. 
It  came  near  costing  the  great  leader  his 
natural  life;  the  woman  was  nearly  deprived 
of  her  husbaud ; and  an  innocent  child  bare- 
ly escaped  disfranchisement.  Circumstances 
did  not  justify  Moses  to  disobey  God.  Af- 
fiances with  heathen  women  ruined  the  wis- 
est man  of  earth.  “King  Folomon  loved 
many  strange  women,  together  with  the 
daughter  of  Fharoah,  women  of  the  Moali- 
ites.  Anionites,  Edomites,  Zidonians,  llit- 
tites. ” Of  these  nations  God  had  said: 
“Ye  shall  not  go  in  unto  them,  neither  shall 
they  come  in  unto  you;  for  surely  they  w'ill 
turn  away  your  hearts  after  their  gods. 
Solomon  had  700  wives  and  300  concubines, 
and  his  wives  turned  his  heart.  It  was 
not  the  polygamy  so  much  as  it  was  the 
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strange  religious  that  subverted  tin -I  hskrts 
of  his  people.  One  of  the  most  .l;»^gi*ous 
weapons  of  perverted  faith  is  through! iliat- 
rjmony.  Through  this  channel  lta|||ist» 
lose  much  more  than  they  gam.  ijt  Solo- 
mon won  one  heathen  to  Judaism  by  luM  in- 
termarriages w«  have  no  account  of  ia. ; I The 
more  carnal,  a religion  is  the  greatet  m the 
danger.  In  interinari  iagcs,  as  a rubjJ  the 
Baptists  have  all  to  lose  but  nothing  jojijUiu.

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A HOME  MISSION  CRISIS. 

We  have  a feeling  that  our  bijethren  do 
not  like  to  be  told  of  crises  in  our  Home 
Mission  work.  The  feeling  may  pie  unwor 
thy  of  us;  we  have  decided  not  to  humor  it. 

With  less  than  two  weeks  retraining  to 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Home  Mis 
►ion  situation  is  $50,000  worse  tb$n  it  was 
at  the  same  date  last  year.  Froin  the  fif- 
teenth of  April  to  the  first  of  May  jhe  Home 
Mission  Board  will. have  to  receive  $270,000 
if  it  is  able  to  report  without  debt  at  the 
St.  Louis  Convention.  Tuist  year  during  the 
same  two  weeks  we  received  $220,0(30  which 
was  a substantially  larger  amount  tihan  ever 
before  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  year. 

Shall  we  receive  $270,000  during  this  two 
weeks?  Our  churches  are  well!  aide  to 
raw*  it.  The  Home  Mission  B->nrd|  will  re- 
port the  greatest  year’s  worker*  ajll  of  its 
histery.

The  ppiiularlty  of  the  moving  pic- 
ture iheatj-e,  as  a form  of  cheap  eu- 
tertaiumetjt  for  the  masses  has  di- 
redi  d aitgution  to  several  of  its  un- 
desirably (features.  In  Chicago  It 
is  Mid  ihkt  50,000  persons,  a con- 
siderable |)ortlon  of  whom  are  chil- 
dren. attdnd  these  theatres  dally. 
Most  of  (he  theatre  buildings  are 
Mure  rooms,  remodeled  for 
tlie  purpose,  often,  without  adequate 
provision  for  ventilation.  It  Is 
estimated  ghat  tlie  air  in  one  of  these 
theatres  Mill  pass  through  the  lungs 
of  the  avijienee  in  from  six  to  eight 
minutea.  They'  therefore  consti- 
tute, as  the  Chicago  Health  Bulletin 
remarks;  one  of  the  health  problems 
called  inti  existence  by  modern  cus- 
toms and  conditions.  In  Cities  all 
over  the  country,  the  problem  Is 
practically  the  same.  Involving  the 
role  of  <6ntact  or  close  association 
in  the  spread  of  “colds"  and  the 
various  iijfeclloug  diseases.  it  is  a 
matter  of-  observation  taht  the  inci- 
dence ojf  i the  various  Infective  dis- 
eases of  childhood  immediately  In- 
crease* od  the  opening  of  the  achools 
in  the  fall  on  account  of  the  increas- 
ed opportunity  for  contact  between 
infected  gnd  non -infected  children. 
It  may,  therefore,  be  reasonably  as- 
sumed that  the  close  contact  In  the 
nioving-pvture  theatre  la  also  a fac- 
tor In  Lhj  -distribution  of  infectious 
diseases;  j Since  it  Is  not  easy  to 
exclude  those  who  have  diseases  or 
who  come  from  homes  where  disease 
exists,  wkll  considered  regulations 
as  to  ventilation  and  sanitation 
| should  bq  enforced  for  the  protec- 
I tlon  of  tae  public.
